6 June* There was air activity by 11-2 8s at 7 a a m* Individual take-offs and 
local flights were made during the morning* About 9 a«Big, six 11-28 s took 
off in elements of twos at intervals of about 50 meters and assembled in two 
flight f orras tions while departing.
